The party finance group was 
organized last January with 
Chapin S. Newhard, a broker, 
and Robert W. Otto, board 
chairman. of Laclede Gas Co., 
as co-chairman. Its announced 
goal was to raise $700,000 to re- 
vitalize the Republican party in 
Missouri, and to build up the 
G.O.P.’s state and national war 
chests.

American Lithofold 
Head Convicted of 
Evasion—Co-Defend- 
ant Is Acquitted. 


Sentencing of Robert J. Blau- 
ner, president of American 
Lithofold Corp., was set for May 
13 following his conviction of 
income tax evasion. by a jury 
in the court of United States Dis- 
trict Judge Roy W. Harper yes- 
terday. 


Blauner was found guilty of 
attempting to evade payment of 
$126,000 in federal income taxes. 
The jury deliberated two and 
one half hours. Another officer 
of the firm, Homer W. Stanhope, 
comptroller, was found not guilty 
of the same charge. 


In the trial, which began 
March 28, the Government pre- 
sented testimony intended to 
prove that the St. Louis firm 
attempted to conceal taxable in- 
come through a series of finan- 
cial transactions with three other 
companies. 

The other companies were 
American Carbon Paper Co., 
Chicago, which the Blauner fam- 
ily owned; J & R Supply Co., 
Newark, N.J., and Jersey Coast 
Sales Co., Washington, D.C. 


Blauner and Stanhope had 
been charged with an attempt to 
evade corporate taxes for 1951. 
Blauner’s son, Robert A. Blau- 
ner, vice president, also was 
charged with participating in the 
scheme, but he was not tried.

Narrow - Angle Device 
Unable to Store Im- 
ages on Tape—New 
Pictures Released. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration released 
today new pictures from the 
weather satellite Tiros showing 
great stretches of the area 
around the Mediterranean sea 
and one view of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. 


At the same time it was dis- 
closed that the tape recorder 
for one of the two television 
cameras aboard the satellite has 
been in trouble since Saturday. 
Only direct view pictures, not 
stored on tape, now are obtain- 
able from the narrow-angle cam- 
era which shows a smaller area 
but more detail. 

None of the pictures given out 
today showed any Russian or 
Red Chinese territory, though 
Tiros has passed repeatedly over 
parts of those countries. 

A NASA spokesman said good 
pictures have been taken over 
those areas but have not yet 
been processed. 

T. Keith Glennan, NASA ad- 
ministrator, was understood by 
reporters to say no Soviet terri- 
tory pictures have been made in 
the context of a question-and- 
answer sesesion with reporters. 
However, he could have meant 
to say only that none was ready. 

Walter T. Bonney, NASA pub- 
lic relations director, said none 
of the Tiros pictures will be held 
back for security reasons. He 
said many government agencies 
including the State Department 
and the Central Intelligence

DIXIE SENATORS MAKING 
NEW ATTEMPT TO STAVE 
OFF CIVIL RIGHTS VOTE 


Two Key Negro Politi- 
cal Groups Barred for 
Year — More Troops 
Called Up by Gov- 


ernment. 


JOHANNESBURG, April 8 
(AP)—The South African gov- 
ernment appeared today to have 
blunted Negro defiance of its 
racial policy but there was no 
letup in the official crackdown. 

The African National Congress 
and the Pan Africanist Congress 


—the only two Negro political 
groups of any note—were barred 
for one year. 
acted under emergency legisla- 
tion rushed through Parliament 


The government 


after widespread Negro reaction 


to the police killing of 72 dem- 
onstrators nearly three weeks 
ago. 


“We are going underground,” 


declared Mangaliso Sobukwe, 


imprisoned president of the mili- 
tant Pan Africanist Congress. 

The government also called up 
more military reservists, al- 
though the stay-home strike of 
Negro workers was waning. 

Government forces continued 
their raids, arresting more than 
100 persons before dawn. An 
official report said those ar- 
rested included white persons 
and Indians as well as Negroes. 
More than 50 were picked up 
in the Johannesburg area. 

Arrests in Other Places. 

Others were arrested in Cape- 
town, Durban, Port Elizabeth 
and Pretoria. The White and In- 
dian prisoners were suspected of 
aiding the Negroes’ anti-segrega- 
tion campaign, which Prime 
Minister Verwoerd’s Nationalist 
regime has officially called a 
massive revolt plot. 

The arrests were made under 
the national emergency act. 

Justice Minister Francois 
Erasmus told Parliament he did 
not know how long the group 
would be held without formal 
charges, but “‘investigations are 
extensive and may last a consid- 
erable time.” 

Erasmus said he had reports 
of incidents of police officers 
using force against Africans in 
the Capetown area and that 
steps would be taken against 
the officers if, after investiga- 
tion, the Attorney General so 
decided. 

Police raiders used clubs, guns 
and whips against Negroes in 
settlements of Nyanga township 
outside Capetown Monday, 
wounding scores, in efforts to 
break up the stay-home move- 
ment. 


Many Apply for Passes. 


The labor situation throughout 
the country was more nearly 
normal than at any time since 
Negro demonstrations against 
carrying passes flared into vio- 
lence three weeks ago. 

Thousands of Negroes who 
burned their passes at the height 
of the campaign of defiance ap- 
plied for new ones. They must 
have these “internal passports”’ 
to move around or work. 

Workers streamed in and out 
of Johannesburg and most other 
cities yesterday without trouble. 
Most Negroes appeared to be 
working in disregard of the cam- 
paign of militant leaders to keep 
them at home until the govern- 
ment repealed the pass law. But 
the calm that prevailed over the 
nation was uneasy.

SOUTH AFRICAN RACIAL 
POLICIES ARE CONDEMNED

LONDON, April 8 (AP).

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)

ference. 

Herter speculated at a news 
conference that the maneuver 
may be aimed at setting the 
stage for Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev to make some disarmament 
proposals at the summit meet- 
ing starting May 16. 

The Western powers in the 
10-nation session at Geneva are 
opposed to a long recess—one 
which would run from the end of 
April to the middle of June, 
Herter said, but are willing to 
agree to a shorter break in the 
disarmament negotiations.

A-BOMB PLEDGE 
URGED BY RUSSIA 


GENEVA, April 8 (UPI)—The 


Soviet Union called on the other 


nuclear powers today to join in 
a declaration that they would not 
be the first to use atomic and 
hydrogen weapons, 

At the same time, the Russian 
delegate handed the West a docu- 
ment that he described as a new 
approach designed to break the 
month-long deadlock in the 10- 
nation Geneva conference. 

Western delegation spokesmen 
said the Soviet proposal was not 
new.

of His “Men Lose 
Lives When Attacked 
by 200 Terrorists. 


DOUALA, Cameroon, April 8 
(UPI)—Police killed 25 Negro 
rebel tribesmen when they 
opened fire with tommy guns on 
a mob of 200 terrorists who 
killed a French police officer 
here last night, it was disclosed 
today. 

Four policemen, including the 
French officer, were killed and 
six wounded. 

The clash between the French- 
officered police and tribesmen 
opposed to the government was 
the latest in a series of bloody 
incidents which have erupted in 
Cameroon since it became inde- 
pendent from France on New 
Year’s day. 

The attackers were believed 
to be followers of the Union of 
Cameroon People’s party led by 
the exiled Felix Moumie. The 
party was responsible for a 
wave of jungle terrorism during 
the years that preceded the for- 
mer colony’s independence. 

The attackers were armed with 
pistols, gasoline-filled ‘Molotov 
cocktails” and jungle choppers. 
They were formed into three 
commando units when they at- 
tacked a police post on the fringe 
of Douala. 

Police opened fire after the 
terrorists killed a French gend- 
arme officer who was trapped 
in his truck outside the camp. 
The officer shot dead two of his 
attackers before they killed him. 

Police reinforcements fought 
an hour-long battle to drive off 
the attackers. The terrorists left 
25 bodies when they fled. 

Bloodshed sparked by tribes 
opposed to Premier Akmadou 
Ahidjo broke out on the eve of 
independence day.

PITTSBURGH, April 8—Robert 
(Barney) Baker, a former St. 
Louis troubleshooter for the 
Teamsters Union, was found 
guilty here yesterday of accept- 
ing $525 from an officer of a 
trucking firm to end a strike. 

A jury in United States Dis- 
trict Court deliberated less than 
three hours before reaching the 
verdict. Baker, close associate 
of James R. Hoffa, international 
president of the Teamsters, was 
convicted on three counts of 
violating the Taft-Hartley Act, 

Sentence was deferred pending 
a report by the probation office. 
The maximum penalty on the 
charges is three years in prison 
and $30,000 in fines. 

Baker was charged with receiv- 
ing the money in three payments 
from George Callahan Jr., presi- 
dent of Exhibitors Service Co., 
Pittsburgh, in December 1957 
and January 1958, The purpose, 
it was alleged, was “‘to preserve 
labor peace.” 

The company, which distrib- 
utes film, was involved in a 
jurisdictional dispute between 
two Teamster locals over repre- 
sentation of employes. The dis- 
pute ended with Local 211 of 
the Newspaper, Magazine & 
Film Delivery union still the 
bargaining agent. 

Hoffa, a reluctant witness at 
the trial, said Baker was not an 
officer representative of the 
union at the time of the pay- 
ments. He admitted, however, 
that the Teamsters were pay- 
ing Baker’s expenses.

PARIS, April 8 (UPI)—Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle flew 
home from London today to face 
a farm crisis in France. 

The spreading defiance of his 
stern agriculture program was 
his first order of business after 
a triumphant four-day state visit 
in Britain. 

He had less than two weeks 
to calm his opponents before 
taking off again for the United 
States. 

While he was harvesting the 
applause of a rare joint session 
of the British Parliament yester- 
day—pledging his government to 
join any general ‘scrapping of 
om stocks — some 200,000 
farmers demonstrated against 
him in cities and towns through- 
out France. 

In two places the demonstra- 
tions erupted into violence, with 
police using tear gas and fists 
to restore order. Fifteen per- 
sons were injured at Sens and 
several others were hurt at 
Quimper, where demonstrators 
took over the local railroad sta- 
tion for two hours,

Harvey Lee Clark, who was 
overcome by smoke in a fire in 
his home at 4544 St. Louis ave- 
nue, was carried to safety last 
night by two policemen who 
also suffered smoke inhalation. 

Arriving at the home before 
firemen, Patrolmen Robert Lee 
and William Claeys of the ca- 
nine division were told by Mel- 
vin Turner, a resident on the 
first floor, that Clark was still 
in his room on the second floor. 

Claeys said that he and Lee 
climbed the steps to the second 
floor, but the smoke was so 
dense there that Claeys could 
go no farther. Lee, however, 
managed to make his way to 
Clark’s bedroom at the rear of 
the house, and dragged him to 
the stairway. 

Claeys brought Clark outside, 
while Lee had to be assisted by 
firemen. The policemen admin- 
istered artificial respiration 
until an ambulance arrived. A 
physician at Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital, where Clark was ad- 
mitted, said the officers’ efforts 
probably saved his life. 

Lee also was treated for smoke 
inhalation, and was released. 

The policemen arrived at the 
fire before the firemen because 
the officers were patrolling near- 
by in a police cruiser when they 
heard the alarm on the radio, 
The blaze caused $300 damage. 
Firemen listed cause of the fire 
as careless smoking.

The Dixie opponents of all civil 
rights argued that under the 
House and Senate proposal Ne- 
groes could demand and obtain 
the right to vote right up to the 
day before election. 

Southerners threatened to hold 
up passage of the entire measure 
indefinitely unless the Senate 
came up with a remedy for their 
complaint, 

Bi-partisan leaders conferred 
most of yesterday on the prob- 
lem finally coming. up with an 
amendment suggested by Senator 
Everett Dirksen of Illinois, the 
Republican minority leader. It 
stipulates that the Negro .appli- 
cant could vote provisionally 


to vote under state law.” 
Liberals Divided. 
Liberals were divided on the 
effect of the amendment and at 
least one who.had helped write 


ed against it on the roll call. 
Javits explained with some em- 
barrassment that he was casting 
a negative vote on the proposal 
because after scrutinizing it more 
carefully he was beginning to 
have doubts about its effect. 

Hennings voted against the 
amendment and Senator Stuart 
Symington (Dem.), Missouri, was 
recorded as paired against it. 
Senator Paul H. Douglas (Dem.), 
Illinois, voted against it. 

In all, four Republicans and 
eight Democrats opposed the 
Dirksen amendment on the roll 
call.

Conflict With State Laws. 

Senator Willis Robertson 
(Dem.), Virgina, contended that 
the 20-day stipulation in the pro- 
visional voting section would 
“‘create chaos in its conflict with 
existing election and registration 
laws of the several states. 

“Registration is requested at 
least 30 days prior to an elec- 
tion in such states as Arizona, 
California, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Massachusetts and Virginia.” 

When the Senate completes 
action on the bill, it goes back 
to the House. Leaders of both 
parties indicate there will be a 
minimum of trouble there in 
getting it approved. 

As a result of ‘‘watering-down” 
process both in the Senate and 
the House, sweeping proposals 
by liberals of both parties have 
been lost in the debate and ma- 
neuvering until the bill now con- 
tains only a.plan under which 
Negroes .barred from register- 
ing to vote may be registered 
by referees appointed by federal 
judges; criminal penalties for ob- 
struction of federal court orders, 
in school and voting cases, as 


well as all others, and criminal 
penalties for crossing state lines 
to flee prosecution in connection 
with “hate-bombings” of schools, 
places of worship and al] other 
structures.

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URKSEN RENENS 
KEFAUVER FEUD 
N DRUG INQURY 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
A new partisan exchange flared 
yesterday over the Senate Anti- 
monopoly subcommittee’s inves- 
tigation of alleged profiteering 
by big pharmaceutical houses. 

Senator. Everett M. Dirksen 
(Rep.) Illinois, Senate minority 
leader and a subcommittee mem- 
ber, again questioned the investi- 
gating tactics of the Democrats. 

Chairman Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.) Tennessee, retorted that 
it was unfair for anyone to 
charge that Kefauver and his 
investigators are selecting wit- 
nesses on the basis of their will- 
ingness to testify that drug 
prices are too high. The differ- 
ences were expressed in an ex- 
change of letters. 

Dirksen previously had carried 
to the Senate his allegations that 
the subcommittee staff had used 
some misleading evidence de- 
signed to show that drug prices 
are too high. 

The new flareup stems from 
Kefauver’s announcment Wednes- 
day that the subcommittee will 
resume its hearings Tuesday to 
hear testimony from eight doc- 
tors, pharmacologists and an 
economist. 

Dirksen made public a letter 
contending that Kefauver had 
agreed in January to invite the 
president of the American Medi- 
cal Association to testify on 
whether medicine costs too much, 
but has not yet called the AMA | 
chief. | 

The GOP leader criticised the 
calling of individual doctors in-| 
stead of the president of their 
association. 

Dirksen added that if testi- 
mony next week is similar to 
that of Dr. Haskell J. Weinstein, 
fomer medical director of 
Charles Pfizer & Co., or Dr. 
Louis Lasagna of the Johns Hop- 
kins medical research staff, “it 
will be an unbalanced and unob- 
jective record.” Weinstein and 
Lasagna had denounced the 


drug industry’s pricing prac: | 


tices. 

Kefauver’s said he does not

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
The House voted iate yesterday 
to bar influence peddling by re- 
tired military officers, but many 
members said the bill was too 
weak to stop the practice. 
Passage by voice came after 
a move to write in criminal pen- 
alties was sidetracked on a 
technicality. 

Representative F. Edward He- 
bert (Dem.), Louisiana, said the 
bill had only “baby teeth.” He 
introduced a new measure con- 
taining criminal penalties, but 
designed to get around objec- 
tions raised in the House. 

The bill which was passed and 
sent to the Senate is aimed at 
high military officers who re- 
tire and go to work for firms 
holding defense contracts. 

It provides that any officer 
taking a selling job with such a 
firm within two years of retire- 
ment shall forfeit his retirement 
pay for two years. 


Pentagon Registration. 
Such officers would be re- 
quired to register their employ- 
ment status with the Pentagon. 
Violation of either the selling or 
registration sections would be a 
court-martial offense. 

Hebert’s amendment would 
have made the defense contract- 
or equally liable and applied 
criminal penalties of up to a 
year in jail and a $10,000 fine. 
An investigating subcommittee 
headed by Hebert disclosed that 
the 72 leading defense contrac- 
tors had 1426 former officers on 
their payrolls, 261 of them for- 
mer generals or admirals. 

No allegations of wrongdoing 
were made against any individ- 
uals by the subcommittee, but 
Representative Paul J. Kilday 
(Dem.), Texas, observed in the 
course of yesterday’s debate;

It was Kilday’s version of the 
bill that finally won House ap- 
proval. Kilday raised the ob- 
jection that blocked Hebert’s 
amendment, arguing it was not 
in order because the Armed Serv_ 
ices Committee did not have au- 
thority to write criminal statutes.

The Uses of the Past 


George McCue is essentially cor- 
rect in his April 3 discussion of the 
Old Post Office. 

Those who favor building a new 
slab office building on the site have 
enlisted architects whose under- 
standing of its potential is amply 
demonstrated by their work to date. 
The plaza and mall they propose 
for the area are exceedingly hand- 
some, and serve well the spatial re- 
quirements of the heart of down- 
town St. Louis. 

With equally perceptive handling, 
‘the same goal—a meaningful urban 
space—can be achieved, utilizing 
the existing structure. 

Persons at the Landmarks Asso- 
‘ciation meeting on March 28 seemed 
generally in agreement with these 
-premises. So the argument became 
one of the economic “realists” 
against the “idealist” or romantic 
preservationists. 

Proponents for preservation of 
the Old Post Office made an argu- 
ment that the building is a hand- 
some link with the past, a three-di- 
mensional piece of history. 

Opponents argued that economics 
would decide the issue (whether 
we like it or not) and that in light 
of this stand we should make the 
best possible proposal for a new 
income-producing building on the 
site. 

The thinking of the latter group, 
it seems to me, follows neither in- 
evitable nor absolutely pragmatic 
lines. First, there are a number of 
desirable sites in the downtown area 
for a building such as the one they 
contemplate. 

Second, there are a number of 
forms of utility. Those of us who 
go to Europe, or wish to do so, are 
seeking, in part, to round out our 
intellectual and spiritual environ- 
ment. 

Handsome monuments to the 
beauty and activity of the past re- 
mind us that what is here today 
may not be gone tomorrow, and 
that, as a consequence, we'd best 
be wary of doing second-rate things. 

What will posterity think? Let’s 
leave it a few things to think about, 
and let’s enjoy them ourselves while 
we're around. Jerry Goldberg

Floods Can Be Controlled 


Until relatively recently the flood- 
ing each spring of the rivers of the 
midsection of our country was con- 
sidered lamentable but ‘fairly in- 
evitable.

What is stopping us from taking 
this now obvious step to bring our 
rivers into the twentieth century? 
By their very nature dams must be 
federal projects. This is because 
most rivers affect several states. 

Each dam is a potential source 
of cheap, publicly-owned electric 
power. This of course is heresy 
to privately owned electric power 
companies as they exist today. The 
power produced by dams is not 
only cheaper than the power pro- 
duced by burning coal or gas, but 
provides .a cost yardstick which 
private power is reluctant to have 
disclosed to the public.

It would be a great misfortune if the sum- 
mit conference agreed on the terms of a test-* 
ing ban but six or eight months then went by 
before the agreement was incorporated in a 
binding contract. A hot-election campaign 
would going on during that interval, and 
the temptation on both sides to make the 
treaty a campaign issue would be overwhelm- 
ing. As the Republicans used the treaty to 
present themselves as the party of peace,. 
the Democrats would be driven more and 
more and more toward criticism of it as 
“appeasement.” 

If any Democrats honestly see the treaty 
this way they are, of course, duty-bound to 
say so. But a sober and responsible discussion 
will be much less likely if the treaty is a cam- 
paign issue than if it is disposed of before 
either national convention is held. In the in- 
terest of lifting the issue above partisan poli- 
tics, every effort should be made to take ad- 
vantage of Senator Fulbright’s offer. 

The real problem may be getting a treaty 
into shape in time to do so. In view of the 
under-cover opposition within the Administra- 
tion, there are bound to be powerful forces 
working for delay, and it will be possible to 
find all sorts of reasons for dotting legal i’s 
and crossing t’s. Yet the testing negotiations 
have gone on so long that the ins and outs of 
any agreement should be thoroughly familiar 
to every one concerned with them. Given a 
meeting of minds, it should be possible to 
sign the contract with reasonable dispatch. 

The final meeting of minds is yet to come. 
Evidently the West is withholding a commit- 
ment on the duration of the small-test mora- 
torium until the Soviets commit themselves 
on the number of inspections for enforcing 
the treaty. These are sound bargaining tac- 
tics provided our negotiators are ready to 
show reasonable flexibility on the moratorium 
question. Now that all the active candidates 
for President have indicated they would 
honor a moratorium agreed to by President 
Eisenhower, there is no excuse for pretend- 
ing that he can sign up only until Jan. 20.

Perspective of the Flood 

The spring floods which have descended 
upon areas of Missouri and Illinois, along 
with a dozen other states of the Midwest and 
Fast, have demonstrated the force of swollen 
streams, but even more strikingly they have 
demonstrated -the value of flood control. 

Some $5,000 acres have been flooded in the 
St. Louis district of the Corps of Engineers 


the Mississippi River from the mouth of the 
Ohio to near Hannibal. 

Only 10,000 of those flooded acres .were 
lands protected by levees, and all those levees 


breached or overtopped were privately con-  ° 


structed. By comparison, an estimated 500,- 
000 acres protected by levees in the St. Louis 
district are dry and expected to remain so. Not 
a single federal levee in the district or else- 
where throughout the country was breached 
or overtopped, Lt. Gen. E. C. Itschner, chief 
of the Corps of Engineers, reports. 

Well-built levees, in short, can give local 
protection. Upstream and tributary dams, 
however, are essential to full flood control, 
and they work. According to the Engineers, 
the once-controversial Tuttle Creek dam on 
the Kansas river reduced crests by 5.5 feet 
at Topeka. Upstream projects also cut 2.6 
feet off the Missouri’s crest at Kansas City— 
and undoubtedly had an effect at St. Louis. 

The present flood, which is expected to 
crest at St. Louis Tuesday, is of minor pro- 
portions, as floods go, but without engineer- 
ing controls it could have wrought major 
damage. Some damage has been inescapably 
evident to many people, sometimes painfully 
so, and our sympathy goes out to all those 
who have suffered from the floods. 

As a matter of perspective, however, it 
needs to be taken into account that floods, 
while they can be controlled, can never be 
eliminated. Some of a flood’s waters can be 
impounded; some can be diverted harmlessly 
into spillways; much of the flow thus reduced 
can be confined by levees. 

‘ The East St. Louis levee system has met 
every test since federal levees were built 
there three decades ago. The East St. 
Louis levees are now being enlarged to 
withstand a volume of water twice as great 
as will flow past in the present flood. Levees 
to be built at St. Louis and Wood River, Ill., 
will be of similar capacity. The same is true 
of the levees proposed for the industrial park 
at Columbia Bottoms. : 

Even when flood control measures do not 
entirely prevent damage, they can reduce it 
so°considerably as to make their cost a sound 
investment in genuine economy. While we 
are regretting the damage done by the spring- 
of-1960 flood, we have cause to be grateful 
that its potential worst was a flood that never 
happened, because the forces of nature could

Postscrint to Shame 

A United States district court in New York 
has.written a late commentary on a preposter- 
ous era.

It might more 
wisely wish to forget the whole case.

Mayfield, presiding circuit judge, 
the report said there was “over- 
lapping and duplication of serv- 
ices, lack of communication be- 
tween the offices, inconsistency 
of concepts, procedures and ob- 
jectives and an inherent waste 
of administrative costs.”

2 STAND SPACE TRAVEL 


Man will be able to stand the 
physical stresses of space travel, 
but the problem of re-entry into 
the earth’s atmosphere has not 
been solved, Col. John P. Stapp 
of Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, said here today. 

Col. Stapp, chief of the aero- 
space medical laboratory at the 
base near Dayton, O., spoke at 
Washington University as part 
of the annual Engineers Day ob- 


servance, sponsored by the 
School of Engineering. 
“Experiments have shown,” 


Col. Stapp said in an interview, 
“that a man can stand a stress 
of three Gs on a centrifuge for 
at least an hour.” 

A “G” is a factor equivalent 
to the gravity pull of the weight 
of a man’s body. It is used in 
efforts by space scientists to 
find out how much gravity pull 
human occupants of a rocket 
vehicle can stand. 

Three “Gs” would be the 
straight-line equivalent of 232,- 
000 miles an hour, Col. Stapp 
said, and would exceed what a 
man would experience in a 
rocket takeoff. 

He said that on the same cen- 
trifuge a man has undergone a 
stress of 16 “Gs” for 15 seconds 
without harm. This would exceed 
what a human occupant would 
experience on re-entry of a space 
capsule into the earth’s envelope 
of air. 

Mechanical problems involved 
in re-entry include the need for 
withstanding heat caused by 
friction as the space vehicle 
slows down. There is also the 
difficulty of making sure the ve- 
hicle is recovered. 

Col. Stapp, a physician and 
scientist who has ridden a 
rocket-propelled sled at 632 miles 
an hour in the Air Force’s ex- 
periments, did not agree with a 
recent statement by scientist 
Vannevar Bush that “putting a 
man in space is a stunt.” 

“I am convinced that a man 
can do more than instruments,” 
he said. “Otherwise we might 
have computers for bank presi- 
dents.” 

At a convocation opening Engi- 
neers Day in Graham Memorial 
Chapel, four alumni of the uni- 
versity received honor awards 
from the Engineers Council, stu- 
dent organization of the School 
of Engineering.

Christian Dicke, construction en- 
gineer; Richard A. Young, 
chemical engineer, and Samuel 


C. Sachs, electrical engineer, all 
of St. Louis; and John R. Moore, 
vice president of an aviation con- 
cern at Downey, Calif. 


ness of the Polaris missile, based

THE ATLAS MISSELE, with 
an assumed yield of 3.5 mega- 
tons, two mile circular probable 
error and a reliability of 70 per 
cent, has a 95 per cent prob- 
ability of destroying the same 
target with three missiles. 

The cost of adding 18 Atlases 
to the missile program will 
amount to about $226,000,000 and 
the cost of the Polaris subma- 
rines, if built, will be about 
$1,800,000,000. The cost of each 
additional Atlas, ready to fire, 
will be about $12,600,000, based 
on the figure of $226,000,000, 
which may not be complete. Tes- 
timony in appropriations hear- 
ings indicates that the additional 


Atlas missiles, installed and 
ready to fire, will cost about 
$15,300,000 each. 


THE COST of the Polaris mis- 
siles on the basis of $300,000,000 
per Polaris submarine, complete 
with missiles, tenders and shore- 
based supporting equipment, is 
about $18,800,000 each. 

About 50 per cent of the cost 
of missile systems is chargeable 
to research and development. In 
a buy-out program for Polaris, 
45 submarines, missiles and sup- 
porting ships and equipment, 
will cost $9,900,000,000. This 
comes to about $13,750,000 per 
missile, 

Since the Atlas missile will 
carry a warhead in different ver- 
sions between 17 and 35 times 
as powerful as the Polaris, costs 
less installed and will have a 
lower maintenance cost, the 
question is raised as to why 96 
Polaris missiles are provided as 
compared with only 18 Atlases. 

The answer lies in the selling 
job the Navy has done. Polaris, 
on the basis of cost and effec- 
tiveness, appears to be at the 
bottom of the intercontinental 
missile scale. Although not yet 
in existence, it seems to be at 
the top of the scale in public 
acceptance. How, otherwise, 
could it be turned to as our 


savior as the consequences of 
the missile gap are being real- 
ized? 


FUNDS ‘APPROVED 
FORILLINOIS PRISON 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee today approved $8,875,000 
to complete construction of .a 
maximum security federal prison 
near Marion, II. 

Attorney General William P. 
Rogers had told an Appropria- 
tions subcommittee the prison 
would be completed by late 1962 
if the money is appropriated. 

Representative Kenneth J. 
Gray (Dem.), Illinois, in whose 
district the prison is being built, 
said he expected Congress to ap- 
prove the appropriation. 

Work on the prison, designed 
to house 600 inmates, was begun 
last. year after Congress voted 
$1,000,000 for it. 

Gray said he expected the 
major construction contract to 
be let soon after the new money 
becomes available. 


READY FOR SLEEP

‘FHA’ Plan 


Proposed 


Daniel D. Cantor, New York 
real estate authority and invest- 
ment counselor to pension and 
trust funds, has called for the 
establishment of a non-political 
world-wide insuring agency, 
along the lines of the Federal 
Housing Administration. Such a 
body, he said, would contribute 
importantly toward providing 
the building skill, energy and 
capital needed by wunderdevel- 
oped countries to provide a de- 
cent standard of housing and 
toward creating viable local 
economies through insured and 
income-producing investment. 

Speaking before a group of 
New York and Brookiyn business 
and investment leaders last week, 
Cantor said an international FHA 
would also do much to reduce 
the strain on American taxpayers 
of multi-billion dollar foreign aid 
programs for underdeveloped 
areas, 

Cantor predicted that well- 
financed builders and investors 
would institute much needed proj- 
ects in all sections of the free 
world and these would be on a 
large enough scale to produce a 
significant effect on living stand- 
ards everywhere—if such activi- 
ty was insured by a reliable ‘‘In- 
ternational FHA.” 

Sees Opportunity. 

A mission of Sydney, Australia, 
officials in this country to seek 
developers for that’ city’s prime. 
downtown area, he said, reflects 
the opportunity and need in pros- 
perous as well as underdeveloped 
foreign nations. 


At the present time, he pointed 
out, real estate’ developers as 
well as trust and pension fund 
directors are earnestly seeking 
new areas for investment and 
enterprise.

Land Main Problem. 

What is a builder’s toughest 
problem? ‘‘Available land at 
reasonable price’? had no close 
contenders, NAHB Chief Econo- 
mist Nathaniel Rogg reported. 
Forty-five per cent of the build- 
ers tabbed it as their most trou- 
blesome headache and 79 per 
cent said it was a problem. 

Mortgage money—builders gen- 
erally say they can’t get enough 
—and high construction costs 
ranked about even as next most 
Next were mer- 
chandising, community facilities, 
FHA and VA valuations, restric- 
tive building codes, restrictive 
labor practices. 

The survey showed one builder 
in six does his major building in 
the $13,500 and under price 
range; 45.2 per cent build for 
the $13,500 to $20,000 market, 
and the remafning 38.2 per cent 
build houses to sell at $20,000 
and over. 

Mostly Conventional. 

Rogg noted that although this 
suggests that the typical builder 
puts up an $18,000 house, the 
typical house is something else. 
According to a separate, April 


1959 survey, the typical or mid- § 


range house sold for $13,900. 
The reason for the difference 

between typical builder and typi- 

cal house is that different build- 


ers put up varying numbers of 


houses. In. the lowest priced 


group, 16.5 per cent of the build- @ 
ers put up 44.2 per cent of all § 


houses. At the upper price end, 
38.2 per cent of the builders 


construct 10.7 per cent of all * fi 


houses. 

“Conventional mort gag ing 
dominated the financing - pic- 
ture,” Rogg said, “with only 35 
per cent dealing only in govern- 
ment-backed loans, two out of 
five were exclusively FHA. Only 
one per cent of all the builders 
surveyed used GI loans exclu- 
sively. 

Forty per cent of the builders 
went to savings and loan asso- 
ciations for most of their con- 
struction money and commercial 
banks ran a close second.

State Reports on New Industries 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. — 
Fifty-seven new industries have 
been reported for the state dur- 
ing the first three months of 
1960. This is just four short of 
the 61 which were reported for 
the entire first half of 1959. 
Should this rapid pace continue 
Missouri will have gained by 
the end of the year the greatest 
number of new industries since 
the postwar boom years of the 
late ’40s. 

Expansions for the first quar- 
ter seem to be above the normal 
number for a three month peri- 
od, but still less significant than 


the gain of new industries dur- 
ing the same amount of time. In 
the first half of 1959, expansions 
numbered 77; in the first three 
months of 1960, 62 expansions 
have been reported. It is possi- 
ble, assuming that Missouri in- 
dustry continues to expand at 
its present pace, thet a total of 
250 or more might be found in 
the totals for 1960. 

The same number of expan- 
sions, 19, have provided this of- 
fice with complete data as in 
the new industry category. 

To date, the commission has 
had reports of some 18 non- 
manufacturing and special in-

dustries. Questionnaires are not 
sent to these various industries 
until some time in May. 

In- the non-manufacturing and 
special group, six have sent com- 
plete information; seven have 
provided partial information; 
and only one has failed to reply 
to request for information. 

In summary, it is obvious that 
1960 will be a record shattering 
year in the number of new and 
expanding industries gained by 
the state, providing, of course, 
that the rate of increase for the 
first three months of 1960 has 
established a reliable pattern for 
the remainder of the year.

“What's 
more, they enjoy it,”” he added, 
“for they regard the kitchen as 
the pivotal center of home life.” 

The survey found that an over- 
whelming majority of several 
thousand women who were inter- 
viewed reported planning, pre 
paring and serving three meals 
a day in the kitchen.

It also disclosed that the trend 
of serving meals is away from 
a dining room or living room 
and into the kitchen. This was 
determined as a major factor 
in the amount of time spent in 
the kitchen. Yet, such a trend 
results in a savings of time for 
the woman. She no longer has 
to move from room to room, 
serving and removing dishes. 

But, Kennedy declared, food 
and its corollary problems are 
not the only factors keeping the 
modern woman in a kitchen 
apron. Some of the other rea- 
sons reported in the survey 
were: 

“Sure, the new washing ma- 
chines are wonderful — but they 
put greater emphasis on clean 
clothes — and that means wash- 
ing clothes more often. 

“The bright new kitchens are 
grand. It’s a pleasure to work in 
them. 

They Cook More. 

“The new kitchen gadgets do 
not make the homemaker’s life 
easier — it’s more exacting. 

“My friends and I resist the 
use of quick and jiffy foods. 
We'd feel we were shirking, not 
working as hard as our hus- 

nds. 

“When Johnny comes home 
from school, who wants to serve 
him a snack in the living room. 

The survey reported a typical 
homemaker cooks more than 
57,000 meals in her lifetime and 

washes 26,200 dishes a year. 


Southern Pine 
Lumber to Get 
U.S. Grading 


NEW ORLEANS—E. C. Gates, 
Fordyce, Ark., president of the 
Southern Pine Association, has 
pledged his industry’s readiness 
to meet a new FHA standard 
for consumer protection. He 
praised FHA’s national commis- 
sioner, Julian Zimmerman, “for 
courage and foresight in uphold- 
ing the public interest.” 

Gates referred to an FHA lum- 
ber grade-marking requirement 
directed to become effective na- 
tionally last Friday. The meas- 
ure is designed to assure a bet- 
ter quality of wood for the criti- 
cal structural elements of FHA 
insured homes and to prevent 
the use of sub-standard material. 
The grade-mark indicates that 
lumber is up to grade and meets 
production standards set by 
government-approved inspection 


agencies. 
Gates said that Commissioner 
Zimmerman, who issued the 


grade-marking order, “has, in 
effect, made sure that a large 
percentage of the nation’s future 
homes will be safer, easier to 
construct and more economical 
to own. Not only the public, but 
also every responsible builder 
and every responsible manufac- 
turer should welcome this forth- 
right action.’ 

Gates, who is also a member 
of the Board of Governors of the 
Southern Pine Inspection Bu- 
reau,, said the southern pine 
industry was ‘“‘ready, willing and 
able to comply.” To prove his 
point, he cited the following 
facts and figures: 

In structural lumber for homes, 
beams, studs, joists, rafters, 
sheathing, etc., enough southern 
pine is manufactured annually 
to frame at least three quarters 
of a million dwellings. 

More than 80 per cent of this 
production now carries grade 
marking authorization as a re 
sult of permits issued by the 
Southern Pine Inspection Bureau 
to mills that have passed thor- 
ough éxaminations of manuface 
turing and grading practices. 

Many more mills are now un- 
dergoing these tests. Those that 
pass will be licensed to grade 
mark lumber.

My mood exactly. Every year at the Academy 

Award telecast I’m speechless with admiration. 

They’re so beautiful, these people, In their furs and 

their jewels (as Bob Hope said, the placed looked 

like the basement of the Chicago police department) 
and their white ties and their white teeth. And thére 
are so many of them! So many beautiful women. 

And beautiful men! And so many white teeth! I’m 

not only struck dumb but almost blind. 

Hope, an old hand at emceeing these clambakes, was 
never better or funnier. His jokes at these occasions have a 
cold, deadly accuracy about them. I especially like his 
remark about Jack Lemmon, who was nominated for his 
performance in ‘Some Like It Hot.” ‘He was nominated for 
impersonating a girl. You used to get arrested for that.” 

We see some splendid performances each year—by the 
people getting the awards and also by the people giving them 
out. It takes histrionic ability of a very high order for one 
actor to give another actor an Oscar with any degree of 
enthusiasm, This year the Crosby award for award-giving 
goes to Olivia De Havilland, a previous Oscar winner herself. 
Miss De Havilland arrived, panting, all the way from her 
home in Paris. I think she ran all the way. Her emotion in 
bestowing an Oscar for the best supporting role on Hugh 
Griffith shook the earth. : 

Now, in the award acceptance department, there was a 
new wrinkle this year. In the past there always have been a 
certain number of proxy award accepters when the real 
winners were elsewhere. Always before the winners sent up 
just anyone—their Aunt Mary, or their agent or their pro- 
ducer or somebody. This year, the proxies were generally 
luscious little dolphins in skin tight dresses, bobbing like 
apples, their blond hair marcelled to an unheard-of degree, 
and—well, appetizing is, I guess, what I’m groping for. One 
of them had great trouble in getting out the words, ‘‘Thank 
you.” The expression was new to her, I believe. 


I was a little disappointed in the acceptance 
speeches. We have heard some dillies in the past— 
actresses who throbbingly thanked their mothers, 
their agents, Louis B. Mayer, and God in about 
equal proportions, This year there was little of that, 
Shelley Winters, a lady of the old school, was more 
wide-angled than any of the rest of them—managing 
to include Anne Frank, her agent, George Stevens 
and every last individual in the Academy all in one 
sentence. It wasn’t easy.

bard once defined an editor as” . . . as if.she just thought 
it up herself that minute. And the award for the worst 
reading goes to John Wayne who read them there words as 
if they hurt his mouth. 

But, don’t get me wrong. I love it, I think the annual 
Oscar parade is a wonderful show because it does what tele- 
vision does best and ought to do more often. It is a real live 
contest happening in front of your eyes. We find out that 
Simone Signoret won the award at the exact moment—neither 
a second earlier nor a second later—than the lady herself finds 
it out. Bob Hope jestingly called it “the moment of truth” 
but it is a moment of tremendous drama in, the lives of some 
awfully glamorous people and being allowed to Witness it is 
a rare privilege.

Delightful Comedy 


“PLEASE DON’T EAT THE DAISIES,” the humorous 
book by Jean Kerr, wife of drama critic Walter Kerr of the 
New York Herald Tribune, which was serialized in the Post- 
Dispatch, has been made into a dandy film comedy by script- 

ql ¥, writer Isobel Lennart and director Charles 
‘ 3 Walters. The picture, showing at the 

ESQUIRE THEATER, is sprightly, witty 
in dialogue, warm and fikeable, and has 
some highly arusing in: idents. 

As the boos had to plot, out was 
rather a series of diverting essays, 
a plot had to be invented to string to- 
gether the episodic family comedy. So David Niven is made 
into a fictitious New York drama critic whose witticisms go 
to his head, making him tend to pillory some shows un- 
fairly for the sake of being clever. I suspect that adapter 
Lennart is convinced all drama and movie critics are like 
that, and delight in being mean, when everyone knows that’s 
not true at all. 

Anyway, the critic’s wife, Doris Day, insists they move 
into a huge old horror of a house 70 miles out in the country 
to get away from the cocktail party atmosphere where David 
is lionized, and to provide room for their four small sons to 
grow. There is also a tempestuous actress, Janis Paige, 
who slaps David publicly in a publicity stunt for panning her 
performance, and later makes more tender passes his way. 
Such adventurous and glamorous things happen to critics in 
fiction. 

Allowing for a little exaggeration in the zany way the 
family’s life is run, the picture is fresh and delightful. (When 
one of the boys asks his mother why such a big house, she 
says succinctly: ‘“‘We couldn’t afford a smaller one.”) Mr. 
Niven’s sophisticated charm and Miss Day’s pert and zippy 
comedy style have never been better employed. The four 
boys seem actually human. Patsy Kelly, returning after a 
long absence, as the family maid, Spring Byington as Miss 
Day’s frothy mother and Richard Haydn as an outraged pro- 
ducer friend of the family whose show Niven has to pan on 
his first assignment, are all very good. Director Walters has 
scored another deft comedy hit to follow his funny ‘“‘Ask Any 
Girl.” ' 


Suspense at Sea 


AN EXCEPTIONAL film of harrowing tension and intense 
realism, “THE LAST VOYAGE,” has been turned out by 
Andrew L. Stone, who wrote, produced and directed it for 
M-G-M. For the picture, showing at LOEW’S STATE, Mr. 
atts Stone leased the famous luxury liner, Ile de 

‘d France, from a Japanese salvage company 
which had purchased it for scrap, and shot 
the entire film aboard it off the coast of 
Japan, with the exception of. the last few 
scenes. 

For his drama of a sinking ship and the 
efforts to save its 1500 passengers, Mr. 
Stone set fire to the ship’s cabin-class dining salon, flooded 
the engine room and the first-class dining salon, blew up 
the grand salon and forward hatch, crashed the forward 
stack onto the bridge and pumped water into the bow until 
the ship almost sank. This painstaking authenticity has paid 
off in stark realism. The picture is worth every hit of the 
trouble Mr. Stone went to. 


The plot concerns both the quandary of the captain, 
George Sanders, who puts off warning the passengers of 
the fire and sending them to lifeboats because he fears 
possible injury and death in the scramble, and the peril of 
a little family, played by Robert Stack, Dorothy Malone and 
a little girl, Tammy Marihugh. An explosion blows a hole 
through the family’s cabin floor, and the little girl, terror- 
stricken, is left clinging to a wall over an abyss five decks 
deep while her father tries to rescue her before she falls in. 
This nightmare continues when the husband makes desperate 
but seemingly futile efforts to free his wife from the steel 
girder that pins her down, his pleas for help ignored in the 
crisis of trying to keep the ship afloat, until the last moment. 
The agony of suspense is one of the most excruciating I’ve 
seen in a film since Pearl White first hung over a vat of 
boiling acid. You really swéat this one out. 


Stack is very convincing as a man in a terrible bind. 
Also excellent are Edmond O’Brien as a rebellious engineer 
who takes issue with the captain, and Woody Strode as a 
brawny Negro seaman who with O’Brien finally goes to 
the distraught husband’s aid. : 


‘ Russian Cartoon 


THE RUSSIANS haven’t claimed to have invented Walt 
Disney, not yet anyway, but they show they can match the 
Hollywood genius in the animated cartoon fantasy in the 
Soyuzmultfilm production, “THE SNOW QUEEN,” based on 
the Hans Christian Andersen fairy tale, 
which is at the FOX. 

The film is as beautifully and’ imagina- 
tively drawn as any Disney has ever done. 
It tells how the wicked Snow Queen sends 
ice splinters into the eyes and heart of a 
lad, turning him into a bad boy who fol- 
lows her to her icy palace in the north. 
Also it shows the adventures or his little girl friend who 
runs into such things as a good witch in an enchanted gar- 
den, a knowing raven, a prince and princess and a jolly band 
of robbers on her search for him. 

This has been thoroughly Americanized by Universal- 
International with English dialogue spoken by such Holly- 
wood people as Sandra Dee, Tommy Kirk, Patty McCormack 
and others, and by three lively songs, one of them sung by 
Miss Dee. Since this is a cartoon, there is none of the usual 
troubles with lip sync in dubbing in English. I do think, 
though, that we could get along without the coy prelude 
where Art Linkletter arranges to tell the story to a group 
of artificial children at a Christmas party. Outside of that, 
this is thoroughly enjoyable. 


Children’s Tale 


THERE is another fantasy, this one live-action, slanted 
toward children in “THE BOY AND THE PIRATES,” at the 
ORPHEUM. However, this one, I think, will be acceptable 
only to small children, as it is told too much in picture 
story-book style and with complete absence of any realism 
in its pirate sequences, for the more sophisticated young 
ones. Produced and directed by Bert I. Gordon, who was 
in St. Louis a few days ago, it tells simply of how a boy 
dreams he is on board the ship of Blackbeard the Pirate, 
befriended by an imp from a bottle, and rescues a little 
girl from a sacked Dutch ship. It is done with none of the 
really fanciful touches that might go with fantasy . 


Murvyn Vye makes a good blustering, evil Blackbeard 
for an innocent tale like this, and the children, played by 
Charles Herbert, who is also in “Please Don’t Eat the 
Daisies,’ and Susan Gordon, the producer’s daughter, are 
very nice. I do wish Mr. Gordon had spent more money 
on it, just enough anyway to backscreen an ocean for the 
deck scenes so they wouldn’t look as though they were in a 
vacuum, and to provide just a few more pirates than the 
dozen that tries to pass muster as a full crew.

WARREN GUTHRIE leads two

By d:y, he is € scholar? pro- 
fessor, teaching such courses as 
mediev.1 and re: aissance rheto- 
ric and literature at Western 
Reserve University. 

When darkness falls, he be- 
comes Ohio’s best-known tele- 
vision performer, narrating the 
day’s news on a statewide net- 
work with such poise and per- 
sonality that feminine members 
of his large audience frequently 
make discreet and indiscreef’ in- 
quiries about his marital status. 

In both capacities, Guthrie is 
sincerely worried about the fu- 
ture of American democracy. 
“We're in trouble,” he explains, 
“unless our people learn to 
listen in this age of electronic 
communications.”’ 

The professor-newscaster has 
concluded that most Americans 
read newspapers with a degree 
of critical concentration, but 
listen to radio and television 
broadcasts with a half conscious 
inattention that produces mas- 
sive misconceptions and misin- 
formation. 

“Sometimes,” he says, “‘this 
bad listening can create instan- 
taneous non-thinking mass re- 
actions that cause serious prob- 
lems.” 

The classic example, of course, 
is the Orson Welles ‘“‘War of the 
Worlds” radio broadcast of 1938. 
In the fictional script, an an- 
nouncer reported the landing of 
men from Mars on the New 
Jersey coast, told how the in- 
vaders wiped out the state police 
and then proceeded to conquer 
the army and air force. 

Thousands of listeners who 
mistook the fiction for fact went 
into panic, There were traffic 
jams as people tried to flee the 
“threatened areas.”” Several sui- 
cides were attributed to fear of 
the interplanetary raiders. 

In his own experience, Guth- 
rie recalls a time when several 
tornadoes struck. the central 
states. The Cleveland weather 
bureau issued a reassuring state- 
ment that there was no danger 
of a storm hitting Ohio. Guth- 
ries read the statement on his 
news program. 

Within seconds, the station 
switchboard was lit by an ava- 
lanche of phone calls. ‘‘When 
will the tornado stri’e?” one 
person after another demanded. 
“What should be done to pre- 
pare for it?’ 

However, when a _ savage 
storm socked the area with ab- 
rupt fury, there were thousands 
of complaints that ‘nobody 
warned us’’—although radio and 
television stations had carried 
weather bulletins about an ap- 
proaching line squall for sev- 
eral hours. 

Once, in. reporting a minor fire 
at Oxford, O., Guthrie casually 
mentioned that the city is the 
home of Miami University. When 
he went off the air, there was 
a long-distance call waiting from 
a worried mother who wanted to 
know how many students were 
killed in the dormitory fire at 
the University of Miami in Coral 
Gables, Fla., where her son was 
enrolled. 


*‘Most people have learned to 
differentiate between a news re- 
port and an expression of editor- 
ial opinion in a dail, newspap- 
er,” the professor observes, ‘‘but 
can’t make that distinction with 
electronic journalism.” 


Guthrie is concerned that a 
dangerous demagogue may 
some day, acquire a formidable 
following by radio and tele- 
vision harangues. ‘‘People read 
with thoughtfulness afd delib- 
eration,” he says, “but the 
public doesn’t listen that way, 
and has a capacity for quick 
reaction to what it hears.” 

“If Huey Long had lived,” 
Guthrie believes, “there’s no 
doubt that he would have tried 
te become President by rally- 
ing support through radio 
speeches. And, if he had tele- 
vision at his disposal . . . Well, 
it’s possible that American his- 
tory would have been quite 
different.” 

Guthrie’s proposed solution is 
a basic change in the American 
system of education. ‘‘We must 
teach everyone to listen as well 
as to hear,’ he insists. 

The good listener, according to 
Guthrie, can critically judge, 
evaluate and absorb what he 
hears. 

Prof. Guthrie, as head of the 
Western Reserve University 
speech department, constantly 
cautions his students to speak 
slowly, so that an audience will 
have time to _ grasp their 
thoughts. Newscaster Guthrie is 
a master of the machinegun 
style, rat-a-tat delivery, firing 
250 words a minute (125 to 150 
is normal for radio and tele- 
vision). 

This television style probably 
stems from the professor’s boy- 
hood experience watching his 
father earn a living for the fam- 
ily at Syracuse, Nebr. Theodore 
Guthrie was the leading auc- 
em. | 
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tioneer in the town of 947 popu- 
lation, and his staccato chant 
was the envy of his young ad- 
mirers. 

Warren Guthrie’s first use of 
the torrent of words technique 
to deliver a news report was on 
the aircraft carrier Bon Homme 
Richard in World War II. As an 
intelligence officer, he had been 
assigned to brief the crew on 
the public address system about 
operations in which the ship and 
its planes were participating. It 
seemed a natural step to add a 
general report on the day’s news, 
filched from the radio shack. 

Mustered out of the Navy as 
a lieutenant commander, Guthrie 
found himself promoted to full 
professor at Western Reserve, 
where he had previously been 
an instructor. Before that, he 
had won degrees from Nebras- 
ka Wesleyan University and the 
University of Michigan, and 
taught English and elocution at

the West Point, 
school. 

Guthrie’s entry into newscast- 
ing was accidental. An adver- 
tising agency executive had an 
idea for a television program on 
misfits. The plan was for Guth- 
rie and others to interview 
people dissatisfied with their 
jobs, and advise them how to 
find more suitable employment. 

This program never got be- 
yond the discussion stage, but 
the advertising executive sold 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio on 
sponsoring Guthrie as a nightly 
newscaster. 

“Before that,” Guthrie re- 
called, “I turned down a beer 
sponsor, thinking that the uni- 
versity might not be happy with 
such an arrangement.” 

The university has been happy 
with Guthrie’s newscasting 
prominence, which pays him 
three times his professional sal- 
ary and gives him a larger in-

come than the university presi- 
dent. 

Like most other professors, 
Guthrie lectures and _ teaches, 
consults with students, corrects 
papers and studies in the aca- 
demic atmosphere of Mather 
Hall until about 5 p. m. every 
day. He arrives at the Station 
WJW studio at 8 p. m. to as- 
sume his more remunerative 
role. 


Unlike most of his fellow news- 
casters, Guthrie refuses to read 
from a prepared script. Racing 
swiftly through newspapers and 
press association copy (Guthrie 
reads more rapidly than he 
talks), he makes brief: notes on 
the day’s developments, and 
lines up photos and films to help 
illustrate them. The notes are 
his only guide when he steps 
before the microphone and cam- 
eras at ll p. m. to begin his 
rapid fire recitation on a four- 
station network. 

Guthrie’s memory is so keen 
that he rarely requires any ref- 
erence to his notes to keep his 
syllables singing at jet speed. 
He catches up with"late develop- 
ments by a quick glance at cur- 
rent wire copy during the brief 
commercials. 


The professor’s knowledge of 
national, international and lo- 
cal history and geography is 
so broad that he can back- 
ground almost any situation 
without pausing for breath. 
This facility won Guthrie a 
complimentary rebuke from a 
woman introduced to him at 
one of the many civic func- 
tions he attends in his dual 


city. 

“TI don’t listen to your pro- 
gram,” she snapped. “I listen 
to Tom Field on another sta- 
tion. He reads the news—you 
make it up as you go along!” 
The swift pace of Guthrie’s 
two careers, between which he 
sandwiches home life with his 
wife, Kay, a college sweetheart, 
and 15-year-old twin children, 
Gary and Gale, has slowed down 
his plan to develop a course in 
good listening for Western Re- 
serve students. 


After nine years as a news- 
caster and 25 years as a mem- 
ber of the college staff, the 48- 
year-old speech expert would 
like to develop’ a third career 
as a television legman, covering 
major news stories in person. 

“I’m going to cover the sum- 
mit conference in Europe and

his trip across Russia,” he said. 
“I’m also going to cover both 
national political conventions this 
year.” 

It’s a standing rule in Prof. 
Guthrie’s. classes that no student 
is required to listen to News- 
caster Guthrie’s broadcasts, and 
may not cite the television re- 
porter’s rapid delivery in answer 
to the college instructor’s plea 
to “‘speak slowly and deliber- 
ately.” 

Guthrie is rather proud that 
several of his newscasting com- 
petitors on other Ohio radio and 
television stations are graduates 
of his Western Reserve speach 
courses. Some follow the profes- 
sor’s classroom injunctions. Oth- 
ers imitate his more remunera- 
tive electronic style.

Q.—I HAVE A LARGE MODERN LIVING ROOM with 
one wall of glass draped in a white tweed. Fireplace wall 
ig rose brick and other two walls are soft pink-beige. Rug 
is tose and couch is white. I have one chair in coin dot 
brocade of aqua on gray-green. The room is very large and 
I will need more chairs; in.what color should I have these? 
Also, what colors for accessories? 


A.—Sinee all colors in the room are muted you 
¢an use deeper or brighter tones of the same colors 
for small accents. Mulberry would be a good foil for 
the rose, use it on seats of occasional chairs. For a 
larger chair I would like very pale beige or a soft 
gray-green. Lamps could be crystal or gray-green 
ceramic with white shades. Mulberry, bright pink, and 
aqua for sofa pillows. Crystal and silver ashtrays, 
boxes and the like would add elegance. 


Q.—I AM IN A QUANDARY. I cannot decide on colors for 
my kitchen which has four windows. Cabinets and appliances 
are white. I plan to use a blond dinette set. The kitchen is 
small and has good light yet: seems cold. I would like warm 
color for walls, floor and curtains, 


A.—I think that with white on cabinets and appli- 
ances you should have a washable white paint on 
walls, to make the room seem larger and less busy.

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‘Butterflies of Bird World’ 


By Leonard Hall 


THIS IS THE SEASON of wood 
warblers, for all of us who go 
afield in the spring with our 
binoculars to watch the miracle 
of migration. These brightly 
colored little mites, which Roger 
Tory Peterson has called ‘‘the 
butterflies of the bird world,” 
begin their journey up the Mis- 
sissippi flyway in March, A few 
cross the southern border of Mis- 
souri hy mid-month and there- 
after they move in waves, reach- 
ing high tide about April- 20. 
Later this tide subsides until all 
except those that nest with us 
have departed for breeding 
grounds to the north. 

Warblers are the most tan- 
talizing of birds from the 
standpoint of identification. 
For one thing, they refuse to 
sit still, but flit continually 
about in the highest treé-tops 
or at the lower levels which 
some species frequent. And 
while there are several dis- 
tinct groups as far as mark- 
ings are concerned, the mark- 
ints within these groups are 
often hard to distinguish. Fi- 
nally to make identification 
more difficult, nearly two- 
thirds of the 42 eastern species 
change the color or pattern of 
their plumage from spring to“ 
autumn. 


We've always liked a story 
told by E. B. and Katherine 
White of the New Yorker who 
were living on their farm in 
Maine. Mrs. White kept her bi- 
noculars beside the kitchen win- 
dow where she could catch her 
birds more or less on the wing. 
As White pecked away at his 
typewriter she would report to 
him: “Oh, there goes a black- 
throated green warbler. Or, drat 
it, IS it?’ As for Peterson, the 
greatest birder of them all, he 
devotes two color plates to pores 
traits of ‘‘27 confusing fall war- 
blers” and says: “If at the end 
of 10 years of field work you can 
say you know the fall warblers, 
you are doing very well.” 

Warblers belong to the order 
of passerine birds, This word 
literally means “‘sparrow,”’ but 
in the ornithological sense des- 
cribes the group of perching 
birds that includes all our song- 
birds. The warbler family name 
is Parulidae, but some wiser 
birder than I must explain the 


origin of this. Warblers are 
mostly smaller than sparrows, 
renging from four to six inches 
in length. All are of one con- 
formation, somewhat slimmer 
than sparrows. Being essentially 
or entirely insectivorous, they 
have sharp bills adapted to ex- 
ploring the leaf-buds and bark 
crevices where small insects 
hide. 3 

Most warblers have handsome 
plumage, especially as to pat- 
tern. Yellow’ is characteristic 
and, in some species, dominant. 
Yet some warblers are all black 
and white, while several have 
buff, red and gray-blue mark- 
ings. Missing entirely, however, 
are pure blues, greens and pur- 
ples. Petersom lists 42 warblers 
east of the Rockies and I be- 
lieve 41 of these migrate through 
Missouri, although this includes 
the rare Bachman’s which has 
wot been reported in the imme- 
diate St. Louis area in modern 
times. 

All warblers are extremely ac- 
tive, a habit made necessary by 
the small size of their insect 
prey. Plant lice, leaf hoppers 
and, other creatures almost in- 
visible to us must be searched 
for by the warblers over a large 
area of the tree—and so the 
birds are never still. When the 
migration is in full swing and 
the elms are budding, you may 
discover a giant tree literally 
alive with warblers in its top- 
most branches, Often there will 
be half a dozen species flitting 
about, while farther down will 
be others searching the bark 
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crevices in trunk and branches. 
Finally will be those like the 
Louisiana waterthrush that feed 
at ground level. 

There are 14 or perhaps 15 
warblers that nest and raise 
their young in Missouri. This 
number depends on whether 
we include the rare Bachman’s 
which we have identified at 
Possum Trot on two occasions, 
but never on the rest. In 
this same season the species 
was reliably reported at near- 
by Annapolis and at Crab 
Orchard in Illinois, about 100 
miles to the east. The remain- 
ing 27 warblers are all transi- 
ents and include three which 
are quite rare in Missouri. 
These are the Swainson’s, Au- 
dubon’s and MacGillivray’s 
warblers of which we have 
just one modern record for 


each species. 


The Bachman’s and Swainson’s 
warblers are birds of mystery. 
Both were first listed by Audu- 
bon’s good friend, the Rev. John 
Bachman of Charleston, S. C. 
After his listing of the two warb- 
lers, they were literally “‘lost;” 
the Swainson’s from 1832 until 
1884 and the Bachman’s from 
1833 until 1886 when a number 
of the tiny birds were shot in 
Louisiana by a_ professional 
plume hunter to be mounted en- 
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tire on women’s hats. 
Since that time the bird has 
occurred at rare intervals here 


in southern Missouri; and one || — 


was discovered near Charleston, 
S. C., a few seasons ago by 


Alex Sprunt of that city. This 


bird was recorded on color film. 

But now it is time to take your 
field guide and binoculars to join 
an Audubon Society bird walk— 
or perhaps to hike out through 
the woods on a solitary venture 
of your own.
